The treasury said it has no inten­ 
tion whatsoever of asking an increase 
in taxes of Congress at this session 
despite the fact it is facing a pros­ 
pective deficit of $375,000,000. 
W hether taxes will he increased at 
the session which convenes next De 
ceniber will depend entirely on 
1931 
receipts and appropriations by 
Con­ 
gress, it was said. 
“ I am not greatly concerned about 
the prospects of a deficit”, a treasury 
official said. 
“In the last four years 
of Cleveland’s adm inistration he end­ 
ed every fiscal year with a deficit. We 
have had surpluses for so many yeai - 
now. it will not 
im pair the govern­ 
m ent’s finances seriously to have a de­ 
ficit for a change’’. 
Through flotation of new bond 
is­ 
sues the treasury can always obtain 
ample funds to meet current expenses 
of the government despite 
a deficit 
Reduction of the public debt will be 
sharply curtailed or entirely elim inat­ 
ed this fiscal year, but the treasury is 
far ahead of the original debt retire­ 
ment program . 
Tax receipts from both individuals 
and corporations in 1931 are expected 
by the Treasury to decrease sharply 
from 1930, when they fell about $170,- 
000,000 from 1929. This year taxpay­ 
ers will be making payments on the 
slim incomes of last year

returns due March 15 will offer the 
first definite indication of the full ef­ 
fect of the business recession on gov­ 
ernm ent revenues.

The herd of 34 musk oxen brought 
from Greenland to New York early in 
the fall for shipment to Alaska 
ha« 
finally completed the long journey and 
is now safely quartered at the Alaska 
Reindeer 
Experiment 
Station, near 
Fairbanks, according to the Biologi­ 
cal Survey, 
United 
States 
Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture. 
The animals were introduced into 
Alaska in the hope that they may be­ 
come re-established there. 
Remains 
of musk oxen have been found in sev­ 
eral localities, and some of the nalivt > 
tell of their grandfathers having k 11 
ed musk oxen, but there is no aut’ >n- 
tic record of any being seen by Euro 
pearls. Officials of the Biological 
vey say that the manner and the tim > 
of their extirpation is unknown, but 
that it was probably at least HO year* 
ago. 


M u n 1< 
oxen resemble 
small-sited 
buffalo, and are the most truly Arctic 
of all the large mammals occurring 
in North America. 
The meat, when 
properly dressed, at the right time of 
year, is of excellent quality and re­ 
sembles beef and buffalo meat. 
Information obtained in range 
in­ 
vestigations by the Biological Survey 
indicates that the forage of the tree­ 
less Alaskan plains is suitable 
for 
musk oxen. 
These animals can u til­ 
ize natural forage different from thai 
consumed by the reindeer, and will 
add materially to the 
resources 
of 


Alaska if they can again become es­ 
tablished in the territory. 
The experimental herd of musk ox­ 
en was shipped from 
Greenland 
fo 
Norway and to New York by boat, 
thence to Seattle, Wash., by railway 
express, from there to Seward, Alas­ 
ka, by steamship, and from Seward to 
Fairbanks by rail.

The treasury said it has no inten­ 
tion whatsoever of asking an increa.se 
in taxes of Congress at this session 
despite the fact it is facing a pros­ 
pective deficit of $375,000,000. 
Whether taxes will be increased at 
the session which convenes next De­ 
cember will depend entirely on

receipts and appropriations by

gress, it was said. 
‘‘I am not greatly concerned aboul 
the prospects of a deficit”, a treasury 
official said. 
“In the last four years 
of Cleveland’s administration he end­ 
ed every fiscal year with a deficit. We 
have had surpluses for so many yeai -

HERD OF 84 MUSK OXEN 
HAS ARRIVED IN ALASKA 


The herd of 34 musk oxen brought 
from Greenland to New York early In 
the fall for shipment to Alaska has 
finally completed the long journey and 
is now safely quartered at the Alaska 
Reindeer Experiment 
Station, near 
Fairbanks, according to the Biologi­ 
cal Survey, United States Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture. 
The animals were introduced into 
Alaska in the hope that they may be­ 
come re-established there. 
Remains 
of musk oxen have been found in se\ - 
eral localities, and some of the na‘lives 
tell of their grandfathers having ki 
ed musk oxen, but there is no autl en- 
tic record of any being seen by Euro­ 
peans. Officials of the Biological S u \ 
vey say that the manner and the tim.1 
of their extirpation is unknown, but 
that it was probably at least 80 year-- 
ago. 
Musk oxen resemble small-sized 
buffalo, and are the most truly Arctic 
of all the large mammals occurring 
in North America. The meat, when 
properly dressed, at the right time of 
year, is of excellent quality and re­ 
sembles beef and buffalo meat. 
Information obtained in range 
in­ 
vestigations by the Biological Survey 
indicates that the forage of the tree­ 
less Alaskan plains is suitable 
for 
musk oxen. 
These animals can util­ 
ize natural forage different from thai 
consumed by the reindeer, and will 
add materially to the 
resources 
of 


Alaska If they can again become es­ 
tablished in the territory. 
The experimental herd of musk ox­ 
en was shipped from 
Greenland Co 
Norway and to New York by boat, 
thence to Seattle, Wash., by railway 
express, from there to Seward, Alas­ 
ka, by steamship, and from Seward to 
Fairbanks by rail.
